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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant has amended the instant claims wherein the instant method requires a rapid release of a fragrance. 
This newly added limitation would require further search and consideration. For example, 'rapid' is a relative term and may not only be 
indefinite but also new matter. The Examiner did not find the word 'rapid' verbatim in the specification as filed and the specification teaches 
"controlled release" on page 1, line 2 and page 35, line 5. From MPEP 2163.06: "Applicant should therefore specifically point out the 
support for any amendments made to the disclosure." Applicant has not directed the Examiner to the support in the specification for the 
amendments. Thus Applicant has support for "controlled release" but not for "rapid release". 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the 
application in condition for allowance because: The arguments filed October 5, 2009 do not place any of the claims in condition for 
allowance because of the newly added limitation wherein the instant method requires a rapid release of a fragrance. Thus, the claims as 
amended would require further search and examination. The prior rejection filed June 9, 2009 still meets the limitations of the previously 
presented claims filed December 5, 2008 and the arguments are not persuasive to overcome the rejection. Please refer to the Final 
rejection, mailed on June 9, 2009 for any clarifications. Applicant has amended instant claim 1 to recite "acidic" versus "sour". Thus the 
35 USC 112, first paragrah written discription rejection has been withdrawn.
